Group II (claims 1-22 and 24) drawn to a method of inhibiting bacteria. 

In response to the Examiner's requirement for election of "a. species of bacteria", 
Applicants elect Staphylococcus as a generic species of bacteria, in particular, 
S. aureus. In response to the Examiner's requirement for election of "b. compound", 
Applicants elect the following which represents a "special technical feature" of the 
instant invention:
